Broughton, currier at Honiton, who having got from hima | 
confeffion of all he knew relative to the laft election for that | 
borough, defired him to quit the town, that the fummons from | 
the Houle of Commons might not be ferved upon him; and | 


that finding him, the witnefs, reluctant to follow his advice, he 
threatened to have him prefled, &c. 

The witnefs was ordered to withdraw; and Sir George 
Yonge again got up. He faid he thoaght it his duty to move, 
thas Thomas Broughton be fummoned to attend the Houfe ; 
but he would leave it to gentlemen to fix the day. Some 
might think it proper to appoint it before the ballot fhould take 
place for trying the petition relative to the Honiton election : 


others might think it more proper not to bring Broughton to | 


the bar, till the conteft for the Honiton election thould have 
been over ; for his part, he wifhed to fteer clear of party in the 
bufinefs ; and therefore he would adopt which ever expedient 
the Houfe thoukd moft approve: However, if gentlemen fhould 
think ita matter of indifference at which of the two periods he 
had mentioned, the bufinefs fhould be taken up, he was of opi- 
nion, that the fooner the complaint he had made to the Houfe 
fhould be enquired into, the better; and as the ballot for the 
Honiton Committee {tood for the 11th of February, he would 
(and did) move that Thomas Broughton, currier, of Honiton 
in Devonthire, fhould be fummoned to attend at the bar of that 
Houfe on Tuefday fe’ennight.

It was therefore 
Saturday morning before his Lord{hip had an opportunity to 
refer to thé books of the Admiralty ; + had examined them 
all that day ; he continued his labour on Sunday morning ; and 
then found, that the papers moved for, would be fo voluminous 
that it be abfolutely impo®iule to have them ready by Thurf- 


| day next: fitting in the midft of thefe books and papers, he 


writ a card on Sunday morning to the Honourable Member, 
to acquaint him with this circumftance ; and had intimated at 
the fame time his intention to move for adjourning the fitting of 
the committee to Tharfday fe’enight ; the anfwer he received 
was, that he (Mr Fox) would be in the Houfe on this day. 
No time had been loft by the Admiralty in looking into their 
books ; the earlieft notice was given that it would be impoffible 
to have the papers that had been ordered by the Houfe ready 
by next Thurfday: by Thurfday fe’enight, however, every 
thing would be ready for the enquiry ; not that he meant by 
this that the papers could not be produced much fooner. He 
hoped, that by Mouday he fhould be able to Jay them on the 
table ; and, between that day and Thurfday, gentlemen would 
have time to perufe them, Having faid this much, his Lord- 
{hip moved, that the order for going into the Committee on 
Thurfday next be difcharged ; and a new order, made for the 
fitting of the committee on Thurfday {e’enight. 

Mr TJ. Townfrend endeavoured, by various faggeftions, to

From what the 
Noble Lord on the floor had faid, it was pretty clear, that 
much more complete evidence could be procured by Thurfday 
fe’ennight, than by Thurfday next ; he mult therefore give ic 
as his opinion, that the Houle was in duty ‘bound to wait for 
the more complete evidence. Juftice to the Earl of Sandwich, 
fhould plead ftrongly with them to admit the delay ; becaufe, 
before Thurfday fe’ennight he could not be prepared for his de- 
fence; and it would be unjuft to refufe to a perfon upon whole 
houour, nay, upon whofe life they were about to fit in judg- 
ment, a reafonable time to prepare himfelf for trial. He faid, 
the life as well as the honour of the Earl of Sandwich mighc

The public were 
deeply concerned in the event of the enquiry : it was their in- 
tereft that the chatges made againft one © their: fervants, to 
whofe direétion they had committed one of the greateft depart- 
ments in the-ftate, fhould be ftri@ly examined into: in this 
refpeét the public were without paffion ; they had no refentment 
to gratify ; no object but the ational good to purfue ; and it 
greatly imported them, that they fhould know whether their 
fervants had behaved themfelves faithfully, and ferved them 
with ability ; or elfe treacheroufly “abufed the truft repofed in 
them : the refalt of the enquiry would fhew the public whether 
they ought to call out for vengeance and juftice on a faithlefs 
fervant ; or give him praife for what he had already done, and 
continued their confidencé to him for the future. As therefore 
truth was the only objeé& the publie conld -have, it muft of 
courfe be their intéreft and sheir with, to grant a fhort delay, 
for the purpofe of having produced to them, thofe documents, 
by which truth can be beft afcertained. Upon all hands, the 
delay maft appear proper ; and there was a {trong proof that it 
was not merely for the fake of delay that it was requited ; for 
the noble Lord peremptorily fixed on Tharfday fe’eunight, 
when the enquiry was certainly to take pl . :
